THOUSANDS KILLED IN 

GERMANY BY EXPLOSION 

A great explosion at the chemical 
products plant of the Badische An- 
ilinfabrik Company at Oppau, om 
the Rhine, in Germany, wrecked the 
town and spread death and de- 
struction on every hand. The num- 
ber of killed is variously estimated 
at from 1,000 to 1,500, and the in- 
jured close to 2,0001 One report 
says that there were 3,000 men up- 
on- the spot at the moment of the 
explosion and it is believed that 
at half of these were killed. 



MORE AID FOR GROWERS 

What is considered further as- 
surances of federal assistance for 
burley tobacco growers through or- 
ganization of the Burley Growers' 
Cooperative Marketing Association 
was given by the Federal Reserve 
Board, says a special dispatch from 
the Courier- Journal Washington bu- 
reau. The board issued a ruling 
that growers' drafts upon the as- 
sociation, accompanied by weight 
tickets, will be eligible for redis- 
count nt federal reserve banks as 
agricultural paper, and entitled to 
six months* credit, provided that 
the growers use the proceeds of the 
drafts for agricultural purposes. 

This action, it is expected, will re- 
lieve the tobacco farmers of the only 
possible difficulty in financing their 
product through the co-operative 
association now being formed.

VIGOROUS WHEAT CROP 

Fertili/.ers pia.v an important part 
in helping farmers combat the Hes 
6>ian fly inasmuch as they make it 
possible for wheat sqwn after the 
fly-free dates, or later than Octo- 
ber 5 in Kentucky, to make a vigor- 
ous growth and withstand the win- 
ter, according to crop specialists of 
the College of Agriculture. So im- 
portant is this factor that all soils 
of the Bluegrass should be treated 
with either acid phosphate or basic 
slag at the rate of 200 pounds an 
acre or bone meal at the rate of 150 
pounds an acre before being seeded 
with wheat, Prof, Georpe Roberts, 
head of the college agronomy de- 
partment said. 

"Un!cs« wheat ground has pre- 
viously been treated with plenty of 
available phosphorous 'it will, be 
necessary to use some phosphate at 
seeding time to enable the roots to 
tnak :i vigorous growth and develop- 
ment which will prevent winter heav- 
ing. Siiu-c practically all soils out- 
side of the Bluegrass are deficient 
in this element it is essential that 
some be used. If possible to do t>o 
farmers also should apply limestone 
to soils that have not been limed 
before. The phosphates may be 
drilled broadcast at seeding time. 

"That this form of soil treatment j 
il profitable is shown by the results j 



which have been obtained on soil 
experiment fields conducted by the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station. On six fields the average 
increase from the use of lime and 
aeid phosphate has been more than 
eight bushels of wheat an acre 
Treating the soil before sowing 
wheat also will enable the crop to 
withsand the winter in good shape 
and make a vigorous growth next

PIGS SUFFER WHEN 



Muny farmers are guilty of over 
feeding their brood sows at farrow 
ing time with the result that the 
flow of milk is so great that the 
pigs are thrown off feed, acoordii 
It animal husbandry specialists. To 
overcome this condition feeders at 
the Kentucky Agricultural Expert 
ment Station withold feed from the 
sow on the day she farrows giving 
her nothing |mt water. For the 
next two or three days she is given 
a light feed of shipstuff or middlings 
in the form of a thin slop. On the 
fifth day after farrowing corn meal 
is introduced into the ration which 
then consists of about one pound 
of corn meal, four pounds of shi] 
stuff and one-tenth of a pound of 
tankage. These foods are then 
gradually increased until at the end 
of 10 days the ration consists of 
three pounds of ahipstuff, three 
pound* of com weal and one-half 
of a pound of tankage. At the end 
of 30 days the feed is composed 
of seven pounds of corn aieal, five 
pound* of shipstuff or middlings and 
one pouud of tatik'jge. This is coa- 
M.l.-rcd a lull feed an is obtained 
by gradually incrasing the feed 
from the tenth day. According to 
the feeders, the amount of feed 
given the sow should depend on her 



site, the number of pigs she is suck- 
ling and hep ability to give milk. 

When on full feed the sows should 
be receiving an average of about 
four per cent of their live weight in 
grain each day. This is fed in the 
form of a thin slop. If skim-inilk 
is to be had it is well to add a lim- 
ited amount of this to the ration. 
Some sows have demonstrated that 
they are capable of giving but little 
milk mid begin to fatten as soon as 
the feed is increased. In cases of 
this kind it is necessary to reduce 
the feed. In a few instances on the 
station furni a 300-pound sow hav- 
ing eight thrifty pigs has been given 
as much as 20 pounds of grain each

appreciation of the sacrifices that 
were made to win the victory.

When Armistice Day has 
passed, it is the hope of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor that im-

tohncco co-operatively who eipress 
the opinion that the adoption of the 
plan will steady and advance land 
values in the tobacco counties make 
a reasonable srgnment. 

A tobacco planter's plant, in the 
business sense of the term, ia a farm 
and its equipment. His equivalent 
of factory operatives can be pro 
cured year after year. He must find 
hia profit— hi« reason for operating 
his plant — in finding a market in 
which he can pell what he produces 
for more than the cost of produc- 
tion. If he is without a fair chance 
in the market he is in the situation 
of a manufacturer who has a com- 
plete eijuipment for prrodnciRig a 
costly article or commodity, but is 
without means of selling his pro- 
duct upon a basis that warrants the 
operation of the plant. 

A good deal of tobacco land in the 
white burley district was bought 
during the war. Some of it was 
bought too high, but the demoralised 
state of the market for tobacco land 
is due to demoralization of tobacco 
prices in a market in which the 
planter has not a fair chance rather 
than the fn«t that tend was not 
bought conservatively. 

Kentucky planters who bought 
more land than they could pay for 
in cash and who have witnessed 
their equity shrink, but with land 
on their hands that cannot he sold 
save at a sacrifice are in a dilem- 
ma, not so much because they paid 
too much for their land as because 
there is too little prospect, under 
the old ■■tilt law plan, to get reg 
ularly a fair price for tobacco. 

The adoptiqn of the plan of co 
operative marketing would steady 
the value of tobacco land and sim- 
plify the problem of the planters 
who are in difficulties because their 
land notes are large, their interest 
high and their hope of profits slen-

Only by 
organization of growers can organ- 
ization of the selling end be effected. 

When it is nsserted that Ken- 
tucky tobacco land during the war 
brought "ridiculous prices" the as- 
sertion cannot bje based upon any- 
thing but acceptation of the old 
plan of seling tobacco os the perma- 
nent plan. Where selling is organ- 
ized, a-s for example in California 
prune, raisin and citrus fruit reg- 
ions, the acreage prices of produc- 
tive land are such that the war 
prices of Kentucky tobacco land do 
not seem ' ridiculous."

Mother Goose represents the flr*t 
attempt of the MM M (five us a lit 
uture. Away buck in the beginning 
of time, long before the days of 
hooks, these verses developed. The 
race n<> iMM MM in that rhythmic 
stage where people loved to swim,' 
and sway their bodies to music, 
oncer music it whs too, for we hear 
that it was often made by beating 
stones or sticks together, but always 
the rhythm was the appealing thing. 
So too, the sounds of rhyming words 
tickled their eara and when they 
first developed these jingles that 
they repeated them over and over, 

to generation, each generation re- 
filling yet leaving the plot unchang- 
ed. 

Thewe rhyme* while but a sentence 
or two in length are we/1 nurh per 



feet in construction. They will pass 
any test to which we subject adult 
literature. There i» a plot, intro- 
duction, climax and conclusion. The 
characters dance on and off again, 
yet so clearly are they represented 
that as long as life lasts we have a 
clear picture of them. With only a 
few words to describe them, Little 
Bo Peep, Jack and Jill, and Little 
Miss Muffet, have as well defined 
places in our minds as Othello, Hain- 
lot or I^tt ftc n. 

Our children of the pre-school and 
Kindergnrten age arc in this same 
stage of development. They too are 
susceptible to rhythm, they love to 
swing and sway and hop to music, 
and their ear is also caught by the 
sound of rhyming words. They need 
material like Mother Goose, for it iB 
to them what Shakespeare is to the 
adult. Because these rhymes are 
the products of many minds they 
richer than anything one person can 
give them, 

Many of ns used Id th : nk that 
Mother Goose made up these rhymes 
in Boston own long ago, and we 
liked to think of them .as distinctly 
American but srac'h ts hot the case. 
These jingles came down to us from 
the primitive races and Mother 
Goose was only a clever teller of 
these tales — a woman who made so 
many children happy that in her 
honor wc call them Mother Goose 
rhymts. 

The child who is brought up on 
Mother oGose learns to read nutur- 
ally. He memories the jingles from 
hearing his mother say them and lo- 
cates them by the pictures. Final Ij 
he sees them «s word units and i- 



able to recognize the same words in 
dicerent rhymes. This equips him 
with a working vocabulary which is 
of inestimable value when he enter* 
school. Best of all it has not boei 
work but only play.

the same $40.85 would buy now. 
This sort of thing has been done ef- 
fectively in other cities than New 
York. For instance. |ns we read 
in Forbes: 

One Toledo grocer prepared two 
very effective window displays. In 
one window he put n 100-pound bng! 
of sugar, one-fjunrter bnrrel of j 
flour, nnd one bushel of potatoes, 
with very prominent signs telling 
that this was all that $35.75 could j 
buy a vear ago In the other win- 
dow he placed the-e same three ar- 
ticles and !t most imposing collec- 
tion of other staple groceries, with 
the placard: «$?.5.75 today will Uuy 
everything in this window." 

Another grocer in Oakland, Cal.. 
•ised this same iden very tellingly by 
presenting in pnrallel columns what 
could be bought a year ago and 
what could be bought today for 
$40.50. The showing brings home 
so forcefully what hns happened to 
food prices that it is worth very 
wide publication.

POLITICAL PARTIES 

LIKE EMPTY BOTTLES 

Col. Henry Watterson of Louis- 
ville, New York and Palm Beach, 
has come forward in his 82nd year 
to reclassify the two major Ameri- 
can political parties and, in pass- 
ing, to make characteristic com- 
ment on the march of events in the 
light of more than half a century 
of intimate and usually electric con- 
tact with a world which generally 
hummed a bit when he told it to 
hum. | 

From the serenity of his retir 
mcnt Colonel Watterson watches 
with I tort of half interest the MM 
currents of political and economic 
life hurrying all about him; but they 
are not strong enough to pull him 
hack into anything approaching an 
active part in the turmoil they con- 
stantly are churning up; a turmoil 



which once was the very breath of 

his nostrils. Fie says he has earned 
his rest and he inteuds to collect. 

He was collecting the other morn- 
ing on the breeze-swept porch of the 
Shelburne Hotel, Brighton Beach, 
where he is spending several months 
— a yearly custom. His eye was 
bright under his beetling brows; his

In those days men didn't favor n 
thing because it was a party issue. 
Bather, they belonged to a party 
because it championed a thing in 
which they believed with all their 
heart*. 

"Thai is all over and done with, 
though," said the Colonel dryly. 
"You can't name a single distinc- 
tive issue between the Democratic 
and Republican parties which is 
alive today. The tariff is just a po 
litical sandbag, which one party uses 
one time and the other the next as n 
means of cliniViing into some office 
or another. When the country need 
ed $250,000,000 and the tariff could 
raise it. then the tariff loomed too 
large. Not that the country's needs 
range into the thousands of millions, 
the tariff is just about big enough 
to mnke one plank of a political 
platform— a plank to be agilely 
abandoned when it begin- to tip. 
The country is staggering under a 
burden of debt. What would $250,- 
000,000 meant 

"The Income Tax Law!" went on 
Colonel Watterson, with a vehem- 
ence which indicated that he had 
suddenly thought of something dis- 
tinctly — even nauseously — distaste- 
and j M to hkn.

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tire country. His cojmments were 
just as aggressive and as energetic. 

According to "Marse Henry," on 
a dusty shelf of the American po- 
litical pantry now almost as desti- 
tute as was the Hubbard cupboard, 
there are two very' empty bottles. 
One is labeled "Democratic" and the 
other "Republican." There is no 
longer anything for them to do but 
wear their labels, and even these are 
quite a bit dusty. Occasionally an 
election comes around and the per- 
ennially optimistic American peo- 
ple go into the pantry and take 
down the bottles, hoping that some- 
thing of some kind in some way may 
have somehow got into the bottles, 
but thev never find anything more 
than the dust of long dead issues and 
dust is not the best thing to find 
in bottles. 

There are not anv big, distinctive 
party issues left and there aren't 
any major party principles any 
more, snys the colonel They either 
have been murdered or have died 
of extreme age and malnutrition. 
\ few have survived to be convert 
el in their advanced age into politi- 
cal -andbags with which ofllce- 
seeki'rs may flay each other into po- 
litical insensibility; but they are no 
lonu recognizable to those who knew 
them in the full vigor of their 
prime. 

Back in the misty beginning of 
t hint's there was slavery and sec- 
tionalism; issues which drew men 
into one party or the other without 
regard for office or political ag- 
grandizement. Later the tiynff 
made its initial bow; und didn't the 
hair fly! The Whigs wanted a high 
protective tariff. The Democrats 
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thing is driving at. It is a shocking 
piece of complexity, utterly beyond 
the reach of any man of average in- 
telligence. Nobody can understand 
such a weird law. It has more va- 
garies than a Kentucky mule, whom 
only his master understandeth." 

Colonel Watterson is not a prohi- 
bitionist. This became readily ap- 
parent when he was asked for his 
opinion on the subject. He holds a 
very extensive opinion but he does 
not hold it so successfully as he 
turns it loose. He doesn't get ex- 
cited about it, but his words, iu 
deadly level tones, jab the inoffen- 
sive silence like lethal steel, chilled 
to absolute zero. 

Faithfully chronicled here is what 
hapi>ened in this particular in- 
stance : / 

Question— "What do you think of 
prohibition, Colonel Watterson!" 

Answer (in tones above described) 
—"Prohibition is scoundrelism. Any 
legislation dealing with the personal 
habits of our people is at war with 
the purpose and spirit of our Con- 
stitution. I do not hesitate to say 
that there is less |>ersonul liberty in 
the Cnited States today than there 
ever has been in Russiu at any time. 

"Prohibitionists may, properly, be 
divided into three classes : the honest 
prohibitionist, the self-seeking pro- 
hibitionist and the prohihitionisl 
who does not give a dam. The hon- 
est prohiliitionist is a fool; the self- 
seeking prohibitionist is a rascally 
politician and the rest are riffrail 
whose opinions are not worth hav- 
ing on anything. 

"It is impossible, even were it de- 
sirable, to put 100,000,000 people on 
the water wagon. The result of pro- 
hibition is likely to be a multiplica- 
tion of luw breakers and hypocrites. 
It puts | premium on corruption in 
office. If it were possible to extir- 
pate brandy, gin, ruin and distilled 
alcoholic beverages and put the peo- 
ple on a diet of light wines und beer 
us hus ruled in Europe for centuries 
without visible drunkenness, that 
would be a good thing. But the rra/v 
extremist* and the cowardly politi 
ciaus will not allow even this. Dili 
mutely the law will faTl into innocu- 
ous desuetude as did the fifteenth 
amendment in the Southern States." 

With regard to the Disarmament 
Conference, Colouel Watterson says 
he hopes it will be an harmonious 



and thoroughly successful social 
gathering. Which is nlnnil as far 
:is he can stretch his optimism. 

"This is n world of sin, sorrow, 
disease and death." he said with a 
sotaBMlfp, which might have /been 
wholly serious or it might not.) 
"There will be i>eace, doubtless, un- 1 1 
til somebody get* mad enough to J 
light and then peace will nape to'J 
hunt cover. Today outside of tfci # 
Cnited States there is chaos nil over 
the world. I should vote for disar- 
mament, hut my faith in its na a 
cure for war would find commodious 
quarters in a runt mustard seed. 

"Man is a carnivorous and bellig 
erent animal. He is always hungry 
for something nnd when he is 
thwarted he wants it so badly that 
he is ready to fight for it. Funda- 
mentally he has not changed any in 
a few thousand years. He knows 
more about providing for his com 
forts now and he looks a little bit 
better externally, or thinks he does, 
which is the same; but down under 
his hide and the nice idea of himself 
he has built up. he is just about the 
same." 

Colonel Watterson expects to re- 
main in New York City until he 
leaves for his winter home in Flor- 
ida early in November. He says he 
gravitates now between Louisville, 
Ky.. whence his journalistic fame 
went forth on the wings of the Cou- 
rier-Journal, Brighton Bench and 
Florida 

"I feel equally at home in either 
of the three places," he said whim- 
sically.
